The patents to Martin (5,264,679), Karino et al. (5,343,017), and Stava (6,1 1 1,216) are 
cited to show power supplies that include a DC to AC converter for applying AC to an arc load 
wherein arc re-ignition at the AC waveform zero crossings is an issue.
